To Cancel Foreign Debts? 


Pretty Fight Developing Within the Republican Party On 


European Obligations 


By T. L. B. at Washington 


NE of the prettiest fights of the present session of Con 
gross is developing over the bill introduced by Senator 


Pcni-os* of Pennsylvania at the request of the President to re- 
fund the debt of the late associates of the United States m the 
war. The measure as referred to the Finance Committee of the 
Senate is so broad in its powers that many of the Senators who 
might be expected to be ready und willing to grant any reason- 
able request to the Republican administration which it might 
ask are indicating that they will not get in line. The bill not 
only provides for the refunding and converting of the debts of 
the foreign governments which now are our debtors but it also 
permits the substitution of bonds or other obligations of "any 
other foreign government." 


The hearings upon this bill commenced on Wednesday morn- 


Ing before the full committee and will continue for a number of 
days*. The first witness was the Secretary of the Treasury, 
Andrew Mellon. Senator Reed of Missouri conducted most of 
the cross examination in best prosecuting attorney style with 
the result that the Secretary soon adopted the usual protective 
tactics of a reluctant witness and refused to be definite in any 
respect save that he thought that the blanket provision of the 
pending bill were necessary to a successful conduct of the nego- 
tiations which must follow the enactment of the measure. He 
did admit, however, that he could conceive of circumstances 
which would justify the acceptance of an exchange of obliga- 
tions with some of the debtor nations with the bonds of the 
German government although he stoutly maintained that no 
such proposal had come from any of the foreign nations up to 
the present time. 


The" ramifications of the situation created by this measure 


are unlimited. In the first place it revives the entire question 
of the advisability of this country entering into the intricate 
situation of foreign finance with all of the political alignments 
which would follow. For instance if this government were to 
accept a large block of the German bonds in lieu of the debt of 
France it would necessarily involve this country in the collection 
of the interest and principal of those bonds. Or if the govern- 
ment should accept the suggestion which I am reliably informed 
is now in the Treasury Department of France to exchange a part 
of that country's debt to this government for Turkish bonds 
which France now holds it would of necessity make the United 
States a party to the collection of the interest and the principal 
of those securities. In the second place the deferment of the 
interest on these foreign loans has an important bearing upon 
. the. amount of revenue that must be raised to defray the ex- 
penses of running the government. The annual' interest on ten 
billion dollars is a tidy sum which might come in very handy 
just now with the tax burden as heavy as it is at the moment. 
The Senators who are genuinely in favor of economy will not 
sit idle and allow this opportunity for a substantial reduction in 
taxes to be wiped away. 


In the 'third place this question of foreign debts and inter 


est has an important bearing upon the domestic policy of the 
debtor nations, from many points of view. Take for example 
England—she now owes us over four hundred million in default- 
ed interest. To further defer these interest payments is held 
by many Senators to be a direct contribution toward the de- 
frayment of a portion of the British budget. Senator Reed 
asked the Secretary in the hearing on Wednesday if he thought 
that Great Britain ought not tc be able to pay her interest in 
view of the fact that she had spent over seven hundred million 
on her navy in the past two years. Mr. Mellon replied that he 
thought it was probably very much easier for England to spend 
the money within her own country than it was to pay off her 
obligations abroad. The queston of the Brtish interest is also 
very important from the point of view of the Irish sympathizers. 
One member of the Senate said yesterday that to further permit 
England to defer her interest payment was a direct contribution 
to the huge sums which she is spending in the carrying out of 
her present Irish policy. The senators who are interested in 
disarmament are also opposed to further lenience because they 
maintain that it results in greater ability of England to spend 
for her navy. 


The group of irreccnclleables in the Senate who took the 


most active part in the treaty debate will undoubtedly be the 
most strenuous opponents of the bill as introduced. 


This is the first important measure that has had the ad- 


ministration trade mark frankly on its face and the interest 
which will attach to the progress of this bill through the com- 
mittee and the Senate and House will be intense.

For instance, although the Fourth 


of July, in Madison, for years- has 
been .regarded as a day upon which 
nothing shall take place of a public 
nature outside of the general cele- 
bration of the Fourth, there are now 
two or our largest 
organizations, 


namely, the Labor Unions are stag- 
ing a show in this city, 
on the 


Fourth of July, and our Military 
Company are also 
starting 
their 


program' on the Fourth of July, and 
it v/ill be absolutely impossible for 
either of these organizations to have 
a success on this particular day, 
whereas if they had combined with 
the Sane Fourth Committee a great 
day could have been created for all. 
Now a certain number of people 
will attend the show of these or- 
ganizations but the majority of the 
people will attend the celebration cf 
the Fourth at Monona Park, and it 
will mean also that many children 
attending these other affairs will 
not be in a position to secure a 
chance for the special prizes to be 
given away by the Fourth of July 
Committee. 


In conclusion permit nie to say 


that this letter is not intended in any 
spirit of criticism but rather as a 
plea for all organizations, and all 
people, to remember that the mem- 
ory of this day should be celebrated 
in one big w,ay and that the-day 
should be left over at all times to 
the. celebration on this day, and this 
day 
alone. — Frank 
L.| Weston.
